Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli- 
,  cation  refers  to  any  proposed  woi’k,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 
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(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  being 
chapter  47  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1934,  and  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act  Amendment  Act,  1935,”  being  chapter  47  of  the  Statutes 
of  British  Columbia,  1935,  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  following  expressions  shall  have  the  interpretation, 
following  meanings  respectively: — 

(a.)  “  Sawmill  industry  ”  includes  all  operations  in  or  incidental  to  the 
carrying-on  of  sawmills  and  (or)  planing-mills : 

( b .)  “  Employee”  means  a  male  person  twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age 
or  over. 

2.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee  in  the  sawmill  industry  Males  21  years  or 
(not  included  in  any  other  Order  of  the  Board)  shall  be  not  less  than  the  over, 
sum  of  thirty-five  cents  (35c.)  per  hour,  with  the  exceptions  provided  by 
section  3  hereof. 

3.  That,  provided  when  (but  not  until)  an  employer  has  paid  ninety  90  per  cent,  of  males 
per  centum  (90%)  of  his  employees  in  the  sawmill  industry  at  a  rate  or  21  years  or  over  to 
rates  not  less  than  the  rate  fixed  by  section  2  hereof,  he  may  then  pay  the  houreSS  *  a"  C’ 
other  or  others  of  his  employees  (inclusive  of  employees  in  respect  of  whom 
a  permit  has  been  obtained  under  section  6  of  the  Act)  at  a  lesser  rate  or 
rates,  but  in  no  case  shall  such  lesser  rate  or  rates  be  less  than  twenty-five 
cents  (25c.)  per  hour. 

4.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  male  person  under  the  age  of  Males  under  21  years, 
twenty-one  (21)  years  in  the  sawmill  industry  (not  included  in  any  other 
Order  of  the  Board)  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  (25c.) 
per  hour. 

5.  That,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Acts,  every  employer  in  Returns  to  be  filed, 
the  sawmill  industry  shall  furnish  the  Board,  not  later  than  the  fifteenth 
(15th)  day  of  each  month,  with  a  complete  and  certified  statement  of  the 
names,  ages,  nationalities  of,  and  wages  paid  per  hour  to  every  male  person 
in  his  employ  during  the  last  preceding  month. 

6.  That  this  Order  become  effective  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1936,  and  be  Order  effective 
in  substitution  for  Order  No.  2  of  the  Board  establishing  a  minimum  wage  April  lst>  1936. 
in  the  sawmill  industry,  dated  the  7th  day  of  April,  1934,  and  Order  No.  14 
of  the  Board  establishing  a  minimum  wage  in  the  sawmill  industry  east  of 
the  Cascade  Mountains,  dated  the  28th  day  of  September,  1934,  which  are 
hereby  rescinded.

3.  That,  provided  when  (but  not  until)  an  employer  has  paid  ninety 
per  centum  (90%)  of  his  employees  in  the  box-manufacturing  industry  at  a 
rate  or  rates  not  less  than  the  rate  fixed  by  section  2  hereof,  he  may  then  pay 
the  other  or  others  of  his  employees  (inclusive  of  employees  in  respect  of 
whom  a  permit  has  been  obtained  under  section  6  of  the  Act)  at  a  lesser  rate 
or  rates,  but  in  no  case  shall  such  lesser  rate  or  rates  be  less  than  twenty-five 
(25c.)  per  hour. 

4.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  male  person  over  the  age  of 
eighteen  (18)  and  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21)  years  in  the  box-manu¬ 
facturing  industry  (not  included  in  any  other  Order  of  the  Board)  shall  be 
not  less  than  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  (25c.)  per  hour. 

5.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  male  person  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  (18)  years  in  the  box-manufacturing  industry  (not  included  in  any 
other  Order  of  the  Board)  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum  of  twenty  cents 
(20c.)  per  hour. 

6.  That  this  Order  become  effective  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1936,  and  be 
in  substitution  for  Order  No.  7  of  the  Board  respecting  a  minimum  wage  in 
the  box-manufacturing  industry,  dated  the  12th  day  of  July,  1934,  which  is 
hereby  rescinded.
